CSULB hosted the 
28th annual study 
abroad fair on Tues- 
day.

Cal State University Long Beach 
hosted the 28th annual study abroad 
fair on Tuesday to bring awareness of 
the different opportunities available to 
students. 

Education Abroad Program Assis- 
tant Director Cecilia Fidora said the 
goal is to push Long Beach students 
to study abroad because it makes them 
more global, 

“T think [being more global] means 
respect beyond tolerance,” Fidora said. 
“[It’s] a true understanding of other 
cultures because once you’ve been 
somewhere new, you're never going to 
be the same. I think the real one-on- 
one personal experience has got to be 
the best.” 

CSULB has 3,000 international stu- 
dents on campus, and less than 800 stu- 
dents going abroad elsewhere, Fidora 
said. 

“It’s an initiative students have to 
take to find out how to do it,” Fidora 
said. “Any student’s first step is to come 
to a workshop. We have them everyday. 
Then you learn what they can and can’t 
do [and] what works for their major in 
the country they want.” 

Twelve of the 55 different par- 
ticipants this fall were a part of the 
CSULB study abroad program. 

“For students to make the best value 
for their money, going on our CSULB 
programs is possibly more affordable 
because it’s our tuition, meaning you 
would register and pay just what you 
would pay normally when you're here,” 
Fidora said. “You're actually registered 
here when you're gone, so that’s why 
you pay the same price, so the same fi- 
nancial aid and everything else works.” 

Senior environmental science major 
Dustin Davis studied in Wollongong, 
Australia for a semester and said it was 
amazing. 

“{It’s] just the wanderlust, wanting 
to travel to a new place and get school 
credit for it,’ Davis said. “It doesn’t 
matter necessarily where you go, but 
just the fact of going abroad and get- 
ting out of your comfort zone.” 

Rakia Wells was the representative 
of ClSabroad (Center of International 
Studies) and said the fair is more per- 
suasive than looking on the Internet.

Starbucks prices on 
campus are not con- 
sistent with other 
local Starbucks coffee- 
houses.

The price for an iced coffee from the 
Starbucks coffeehouses on campus is 
higher than it would be at some of the 
Starbucks coffeehouses outside and 
within a three mile range of Cal State 
University Long Beach. 

For instance, the Starbucks located 
on Stearns Street and the Starbucks lo- 
cated on Pacific Coast Highway sell a 
venti, which is 24 ounces, iced coffee 
for $2.95, while the Starbucks facilities 
on campus sells a grande, which is 16 
ounces, iced coffee for three dollars. 

Besides iced coffee, some of the other 
items are more expensive as well. A tall, 


which is 12 ounces, pumpkin spice latte 
is sold for $4.50 on campus, while the 
Starbucks on PCH and the Starbucks on 
Stearns Street sells the same item for 
$4.15. 

Jose Manzano, sophomore business 
management major, said he thought 
the price increase was due to inflation, 
and because of the increase, he stopped 
buying drinks that cost more than iced 
coffee. 

Erica Miller, manager of the Star- 
bucks in the campus library, said she 
meets regularly with Sofia Alonzo, 
manager of the Starbucks located in 
the campus dining plaza, and Melissa 
Devan, director of dining services, to 
discuss what the prices for Starbucks 
menu items should be. Kierstin Stick- 
ney,.director of marketing and commu- 
nications for Forty-Niner Shops, Inc., 
not yet commented on the price-setting 
process. 

Alejandra Araiza, a junior women’s, 
gender and Sexuality studies major, said 
she noticed: the Starbucks coffeehous- 
es on campus have been raising their 


prices throughout her five semesters at 
CSULB, and she is not too fond of it. 

“T think [the price increase] is ridicu- 
lous,” Araiza said. “I think the reason 
that they’re [increasing prices] is be- 
cause they know students are addicted 
to the drinks, and they need it for their 
caffeine fix.” 

Sophomore psychology major Les- 
lie Sorenson said she thinks that the 
prices are not fair, but she believes col- 
lege students will continue to pay for it 
since “our demand for caffeine won’t go 
down.” 

“I know what [Starbucks] is doing, 
but I need my tea,” Sorenson said. 

Freddy Scoggan, a freshman me- 
chanical engineering major, thinks that 
if people do not like the prices, then 
they should go to The Coffee Bean and 
Tea Leaf, or bring their own coffee. 

“To be honest, I would have to say let 
[the people that manage the prices for 
Starbucks] do what they want,” Scoggan 
said. “We all have to make a living, and 
the [price increase] is profitable. Who 
wouldn’t do it to a certain extent?”

Suspect linked to 
previous crimes 
arrested for stealing 
iPad on campus 


University Police arrested Timothy 
Rodriguez, 23, on Oct. 14 for stealing 
an iPad; University Police suspect that 
he was involved with multiple thefts of 
electronic devices on campus in 2012. 

A student studying in the Horn Cen- 
ter on Oct. 30, 2012, noticed a man pac- 
ing near her study area at computer 123 
just before she received a phone call. 
She left the area to talk, when she re- 
turned the man and her white iPad 2 
were missing. She reported the theft to 
police giving a description of a “white 
male, six feet tall, medium build, with 
dark brown hair and a full beard.” 

On Nov. 8, 2012, police received a 
call reporting the return of the Rodri- 
guez to the Horn Center. Officers ar- 
rived on the scene and found Rodriguez 
with two other subjects. Neither Rodri- 
guez or his associates were students 
and had “no reason to be on campus.” 

They did have backpacks and note- 
books, most likely to help them blend 
in, Captain Christopher Schivley said. 
The subjects were detained and ques- 
tioned, but there was no evidence that 
they had committed a crime. The sub- 


jects were released and issued a stay 
away order for trespassing. 

According to a press release on the 
University Police Department’s web- 
site, a student reported her iPad was 
stolen on Oct. 14, 2014. The student 
told police she left her iPad unattended 
inside the University Main Library. Lt. 
Richard Goodwin said the suspect fled 
on a long board skateboard. Later that 
day “police positively identified the 
suspect and tracked him down off cam- 
pus,” the release said. Goodwin said the 
suspect was arrested at his residence, 
and the property was returned to the 
victim undamaged. 

After arresting Rodriguez, Schivley 
said police discovered he is currently 
on probation. Rodriguez was held at 
Long Beach City Jail. Police are seek- 
ing a permanent stay away from cam- 
pus. If the stay is granted police will be 
able to arrest him for trespassing if he 
comes on campus. 

Police are not able to release infor- 
mation on how he was identified and 
tracked down because Rodriguez has 
yet to be convicted. 

“Until it goes to court, we don’t want 
to release any of our investigative tech- 
niques because if this subject knows, 
and his defense attorney knows, he can 
try to find alibis,” Schivley said. 


Stolen bicycles 
recovered 


A Press Release issued by University 
Police indicated that a Campus Secu- 
rity Officer witnessed two men riding 
bicycles between Merriam Way and Lot 
19 on Oct. 15 at 11:20 p.m. One of the 
men seen by the CSO was carrying a 
bicycle wheel. 

Police went to the area and found 
men matching the CSO’s description; 
the two men were later identified as Pe- 
ter Armendariz and Austin Martinez. 
As police drove towards the individu- 
als, the two attempted to elude officers. 
They located them on the backside of 
Parkside and detained them. 

Captain Christopher Schivley said 
that the bicycles the men were riding 
both had CSULB licenses on them. The 
bikes had been registered with Univer- 
sity Police. They called the numbers as- 
sociated with the bicycle’s registration 
and matched them to two students liv- 
ing in Hillside. The students confirmed 
they had not given anyone permission 
to ride their bicycles. The release also 
stated the men had bolt cutters on them. 

After running a law enforcement 
systems check, Armendariz was found 
to be “one of the men detained had 
four warrants for his arrest with bail

ASI Board of Control 
continued to hammer 
out the details of the 
new student research 
fund.

Associated Students, Inc. Board of 
Control granted funds to the Human 
Factors and Ergonomics Society at the 
weekly BOC meeting on Tuesday, total- 
ing approximately $1,350 in ASI funds 
that have been allotted to the HFES so 
far this semester. 

President of the HFES and 2nd year 
graduate student in the Psychology 
Department’s Human Factor graduate 
program James Cunningham asked 
for $423 in order to attend the annual 
HFES meeting in Chicago. Cunning- 
ham is part of a wave of applicants 
who have been requesting funding to 
attend the five-day conference in Chi- 
cago, which will take place on Oct. 
27-31. Cunningham noted that funding 
had already been given to Tanaz Mir- 
chi ($400) and Isis Chong ($400), both 
psychology graduate students, and that 
additional funding had been granted to 
HFES as a club ($500). 

Unlike Mirchi or Chong, Cunning- 
ham will not be presenting at the an- 
nual HFES meeting. Cunningham stat- 
ed that his plan was to, “... attend the

[club] President’s meeting and scout 
attendees for our spring conference at 
CSULB.” Treasurer Kalien Clark not- 
ed that, “unfortunately we cannot fund 
you at the requested [amount] because 
you won’t be presenting...” The BOC 
voted in favor of granting Cunningham 
$50. 

Shouhei Tanaka, a graduate student 
studying English, received $115 in 
travel funds to attend the 2014 Pacific 
Ancient and Modern Language Associ- 
ation (PAMLA) conference in Riverside 
on Oct. 31 to Nov. 2. During his plea, 
Tanaka stated that he would be present- 
ing his work, which is a fusion of poetry 
and environmental politics. “Environ- 
mental humanities,’ Tanaka said, “is 
one of the strengths of Cal State Long 
Beach and | hope to advertise that dur- 
ing this conference.” 

Kappa Sigma will host a spaghetti 
dinner later in the month as a fund- 
raiser; the BOC was asked to fund $575 
in expenses. Guests will be served spa- 
ghetti and drinks for $5 a person. Last 
year, the fraternity earned $1,600 for 
this same fundraiser. Student atten- 
dance averages at around 300. Sena- 
tor Kelsey Reyes asked Brandon Nixon, 
Kappa Sigma’s Philanthropy Chair, 
why the fraternity had waited so long 
to apply for funding. Nixon explained 
that the previous Philanthropy Chair 
had mistakenly believed that funding 
from previous semesters could roll over. 
$300 was ultimately awarded to Kappa 
Sigma at Senator Chris Myter’s sugges- 
tion. Senator Myter pointed out that the 


group had received similar funding pre- 
viously and should be able to make do. 

In other business, the board contin- 
ued to hammer out the details of the 
new student research fund. Details are 
still tentative, and the earliest anything 
will be finalized will be during next 
week’s meeting. Nonetheless, Executive 
Director Richard Haller inquired about 
what the BOC was hoping to see in fu- 
ture drafts of the student research fund 
proposal. 

One of the chief areas of discussion 
was whether students should be limited 
in how many times they can apply for 
the research fund. A related question 
was whether students would be able to 
apply for multiple research grants at 
the same time. Haller pointed out that 
it was unlikely that any one student 
would be able to juggle more than one 
serious research project at a time. The 
board formed two points of consensus: 
(1) The board has agreed that the re- 
search project receiving funding should 
be related to the student’s major. As 
Senator Kelsey Reyes stated, “a creative 
student will find a way to connect his 
research with his major even if its not 
apparent at first...” (2) Awardees should 
have a follow up to show progress in 
their research (3) Students will receive 
reimbursements of expenses in order 
to maximize ASI’s control over funds. 
Haller assured the rest of the BOC that 
special exceptions could be made in the 
rare case that a reimbursement system 
was not feasible, such as writing up a 
check for an explicit cost.

“You have us, the representatives, so 
we can chat with you about financial aid, 
scholarship options [and] questions that 
you might have that you don’t really see on 
the internet,’ Wells said. “It’s great to have 
that face-to-face connection.” 

Sophomore biology major Lizvet Cis- 
neros and linguistics major Anna Yeng 
browsed the fair for the second year in a 
row. 

“Tt makes it easier because we don’t have 
to look up on our own time,” Cisneros said. 
“And because they’re giving us the infor- 
mation up front, I feel like you kind of trust 
it more than if you just went online and 
looked it up. It kind of motivates us too.” 


Yeng plans to study abroad in China 
over the summer. 

“I speak Chinese, and I’m trying to see 
if 1 could teach English abroad,” Yeng said. 

Cisneros said she’s thinking of traveling 
to Spain to do a research opportunity or 
work as an intern. 

Students and representatives at the fair 
were able to ask and answer questions © 
learn more about a topic that peaked thei: 
interest. 

“A lot of the people are really willing 
to speak to you even though you might not 
even know what to ask,” Cisneros said. 

There were over 35 student volunteers 
who were either international students, or 
CSULB students who studied abroad and 
returned. 

“Everyone’s so excited when they get 
back,” Davis said. “They want to share 
their experiences.”

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Feeling uneasy your own body

The Merlino Gallery is shrouded in 
pitch-black curtains on all four walls, 
and a layer of ceramic teeth covers the 
entire floor. 

A year and a half ago, artist Christine 
Hudson, a senior ceramics student, was 
playing videogames when she found 
out via Facebook that her transgender 
friend had committed suicide. 

“T was so out of whack that I couldn’t 
do anything,” Hudson said. 

Hudson was sculpting ceramic teeth 
for a different project at the time. As 
a coping mechanism, she continued 
to create the teeth without any reason 
other than to keep busy. 

As she made them, Hudson said she 
knew she wanted to create something 
with the teeth, but nothing “stuck.” 
About 2,000 teeth in, she said she had 
the epiphany of putting the teeth on the 
floor. Hudson decided to use the teeth 
for her solo art exhibit in commemora- 
tion of her late friend. 

As an interactive art piece, viewers 
are invited to walk on the teeth in order 
to reach the back wall to view the art- 
ist’s statement. Viewers can walk, sit, 
lay and even make “snow angels” in the 
teeth. 

“The whole point of [viewers] walk- 
ing on the teeth is for them to feel dis- 
comfort in their own body,’ Hudson 
said. “I was trying to put the views in 
my friend’s perspective.” 

Hudson said in her artist statement 
that her friend’s suicide must have been 
freedom from “all the people who de- 
nied” her friend their “own body” and 
“own identity.” 


Hudson spent six months sculpting 
ceramic teeth by hand, spending any 
and all free time making them. 

She estimated that she made 125,000 
individual teeth, weighing around 15 
hundred pounds. Hudson created hu- 
man incisors, canines, pre-molars and 
molars out of ceramic clay. 

The exhibit has no definite name, 
but Hudson said the working title is 
“Grief.” 

Hudson said she chose to hang black 
curtains to give a “mood of memorial.” 
Hudson kept the reason behind the teeth 
a secret until the unveiling of her exhibit. 

“T wanted to people going in un- 
knowing,” Hudson said. “I wanted to 
mimic me finding out that my friend 
committed suicide...1 wanted viewers 
to feel this uncomfortableness.” 

Hudson said after understanding the 
meaning of the exhibit, people see the 
teeth differently. She said once viewers 
read the artist’s statement, they treat it 
as a “super sacred place.” 

Feedback has been overwhelmingly 
positive, Hudson said. Many viewers 
leave the exhibit somber and quiet. She 
said several feel the need to make phys- 
ical contact by giving her a hug or a pat 
on the back “as understanding.” 

“T see a lot of people come out, and 
they want to say something, but they 
can’t,” Hudson said. 

Julia Angulo, a senior photography 
student said it was overwhelming to 
have to walk on the teeth just to read 
the statement. 

“Walking in at first is like a spec- 
tacle,’ Angulo said. “But when you 
find out the content behind it, it adds a 
heaviness to the work.” 

The exhibit will run through Oct. 23 
in the Merlino Art Gallery, in the Fine 
Art Building.

Just breathe, get psyched 


A recent graduate released his debut album “Resin Ballet,” implementing a 
spiritual take on psychedelic rock.

His Fender Deville amp is plugged in, and 
the dark stage at The Nugget was illuminated 
by a purple rope light on Thursday; he began 
to play serene music, but he transitioned into 
something startling, confusing and somewhat 
spiritual. 

Michael Espinach started making music 
about five years ago in an instrumental psych- 
rock band called I’mU with his friends Devin 
Davis and Stu Miller. 

Eventually the band broke up, but Espinach 
said he had to keep making music. In 2013 he 
released his first solo album “Resin Ballet” 
under the name Breather. 

Espinach graduated from Cal State Univer- 
sity Long Beach in 2011. He studied religious 
studies with a concentration on eastern philos- 
ophies like Buddhism, Daoism and Hinduism. 

“T found an affinity with Buddhism,” Es- 
pinach said. “A lot of different eastern phi- 
losophies promote centeredness and finding 
your center because things become so erratic.” 

He said his music is a new form of psyche- 
delic rock, which he has dubbed “post-psych” 
drawing from elements from older psyche- 
delic music, as well trip hop, drone, industrial 
and noise rock. 

The voice memos iPhone app was praised 
by Espinach, which has aided his music mak- 
ing process. Prerecorded sounds from his 
house heater and \coffee maker are a few ex- 


amples of sound bites he used. 

Inspiration for Espinach comes from many 
musicians, ranging from Slayer and Pink Floyd 
to Miles Davis and John Coltrane. He called 
Billie Holiday “the best hangover music.” 

The band Swans is a perfect example of 
what hopes to do with his music, he said. 

“When I saw them recently, it was defi- 
nitely a spiritual sort of thing,” Espinach said. 
“Two and half-hours to three hours, the use of 
repetition is a mantra.” 

He said Swans shows are like Buddhist 
chant sessions that hit frequencies, which res- 
onate in your body and can even “hypnotize 
you.” 

Recalling the experience, he said he lost 
his equilibrium and footing during the perfor- 
mance. He remembers seeing a man tremble 
and fall to the ground from the powerful mu- 
sic. ; 

“T think that what’s really cool about sound 
is shaping something so chaotic and how you 
can make it into something moving,” Espin- 
ach said. 

Working and writing on his music for the 
past five years gave him a lot of time to figure 
out what he wanted to do sonically and the- 
matically. 

“Catching someone off guard and keeping 
things interesting and unpredictable keeps 
you on your toes,” Espinach said. “If you keep 
someone on your toes, they’re going to be 
more aware of what’s going on.” y 

During live performances as Breather, he is 
often likely to bust the strings on his Fender 
Jazzmaster from intense sonic psychedelic 


repetition, but always has his Fender Jaguar- 
illo on stage for backup. 

The music often flows like a dream. Audio 
clips from movies like “One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest,” are played exclusively on his 
live versions of songs thanks to his Roland 
SP404, a music sampler, that also has all of 
drum, bass and synth tracks loaded. 

The voice memos iPhone app was praised 
by Espinach, which has aided his music mak- 
ing process. Prerecorded sounds from his 
house heater and coffee maker are a few ex- 
amples of sound bites he used. 

The ability to be able to soundtrack a cer- 
tain emotion, time or season is one of the best 
things about music, Espinach said. 

His favorite time of the year is Christmas 
time; it’s a collective experience all religions 
have their own version of. 

“It’s a fleeting thing and that’s why I’m 
attracted to it. It’s a rare sort of moment ... 
where you can do certain [activities],” Espin- 
ach said. “I think that has a big thing to do 
with the music I make.” 

Fascinated by the philosophies he studied 
at CSULB, he said he hopes his music tran- 
scends what is simply just heard. 

“Michael Gira from Swans once said that 
the whole point of what he does is ecstasy, as 
in euphoria,” Espinach said. “Creating some- 
thing euphoric and cathartic is the most im- 
portant aspect of what I do. Something that 
removes you, but also makes you aware of 
where you're at.”

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Yes on Prop. 2 for state rainy day fund 


hen the 2008 

recession 

ravaged the 

American 

economy, state 

budgets tanked, 
prompting dramatic cuts in vital public 
services such as education. 

The state budget was in such disar- 
ray at the outset of the recession that in 
2009, tuition increased by 32 percent 
alone in a single year for students with- 
in the UC system, according to TIME. 
In the same year, the CSU system saw 
a $564 million budget cut, according 
to the CSU website. Classes at Cal 
State University Long Beach were cut 
left and right. For many upperclass- 
men here CSULB, the impact of this 
on our own campus is seared into our 
collective memory: dozens of students 
would pack into classrooms, some 
sitting on the floor, in the desperate 
hopes that professors would add them 
to their class. 

By 2012, the entire public education 
system in California was about to face 
a $6 billion cut; however, voters passed 
Prop 30 by a 10 percent majority that 
year, which raised taxes and prevented 
what could have an absolutely dev- 
astating blow to the state’s education 
system.

Today, the fiscal situation of the 
state has improved significantly. 
This year was the first time since the 
recession that the state had a signifi- 
cant budget surplus, which equated to 
roughly $1.9 billion in the state general 
fund. Such a surplus in a growing 
economy is a good thing, since this 
allows California to place the money 
into what is known as a rainy day bud- 
get. Essentially, the rainy day budget 
(in California known as the budget 
stabilization account, or BSA) allows 
us to prepare for extreme cuts to state 
services such as education, healthcare 
and state-operated beaches when tax 
revenues plummet. 


Proposition 2, titled the “Rainy 
Day Budget Stabilization Act,” would 
ensure the long term reliability of the 
fund so that state services will not be 
hit as hard as they were during the 
most recent recession. 

The Rainy Day Budget Stabiliza- 
tion Act would provide a safety valve 
for rough economic conditions in the 
future. It would do so by requiring 
1.5 percent of the state’s general fund 
revenue (approximately 1.6 billion) to 
go straight into the BSA. The measure 
would direct revenue from capital 
gains taxes (the tax on profits from 
the sale of stocks, bonds and prop- 
erty) towards the BSA. It would place 


limits on the use of such funds in times 
of a state emergency as to not empty 
out the account. Finally, the proposi- 
tion would require half of the BSA 
funds to be used to pay off the state’s 
current debts and financial liabilities as 
a means of avoiding the debt crisis that 
California experienced a decade ago. 
Proposition 2 would also provide a 
new reserve for local schools and com- 
munity colleges; when revenue from 
capital gains are strong, the capital 
gains revenue would be allocated 
towards this new reserve. However, 
it would also set maximum reserves 
that local school districts could keep 
for themselves, forcing them to spend 


more per year. The main critics of 
this proposition, known as 2 Bad 

for Kids, argue that taking away the 
decision-making about reserves from 
local school districts and giving it to 
legislators in Sacramento could leave 
students at risk in the case of another 
economic downturn. 

Although this bill might not sound 
like the most glamorous, voting “Yes” 
on it is vital to ensure that future 
generations will not have to endure the 
aftermath of brutal state budget cuts 
as was experienced by many over the 
past five years. As students who go to 
a school primarily funded by the state, 
we cannot afford to go through another 
round of class cuts, faculty lay-offs and 
tuition increases if and when a reces- 
sion happens again. 

Prop 2 would prevent cuts to public 
services such as education, which 
plagued CSULB just a few years ago. 
As for the state as a whole, Prop 2 
ensures that the state continues its 
path of financial pragmatism while not 
sacrificing the state services that make 
California a great place to live. 

As such, I urge a Yes vote on 
Prop. 2.
